NO BLACK FEVER AVOUT IT 


When people began falling sick 
here by the scores and some deaths 
had occurred where the remains 
turned black the rumor beeame rife 
that {{ was nothing less than the 
German black fever, which had been 
Spread through the Germans inocu- 
lating their discharged or oxchanged 
Drikoners with it But upon inguirnng 
of a local doctor regarding this 
story ho affirmed there wax not a 
word of truth in it, All the deaths 
had resulted from pneumonia which 
alwaya causes the body to turn black, 
through tho inability of the patient 
{o get alr as the lunge fill up. 

Aw stated elsewhere the serum 
sent out by the Provincial Board of 
Health aborts the Influenza so that 
It doom not turn to pneumonia and 
Tt has been proved that {t is not the 
Jnsiuensa that causes tho death bur 
thy development of pneumonia. The 
only difficulty han been that there 
th not nearly enough of thin ser- 
Um (6 £0 around. In fact, wo arc 
Informed that Oshawa I» not sup- 
piled with any more than enough for 
about ono doctor.
